A., adopted the 
suggestion. Lionel Phillips, a member of the firm in 
London, furnishes the ‘‘Mail’’ with this information: Ten- 
ders were invited from a number of British and American 
firms. The Americans offered to supply everything in 
three months, but the best English tender promised only a 
portion of the trucks in seven months at a price quite 307, 
higher than the American figures. Anxious to encourage 
British manufacturers, the firm placed, roughtly speaking, 
a third of its order with them and two-thirds with 
Americans.

About 20 locomotive engines and 
40 brake vans are likely to be required shortly for the 
Bengal & North West Ry. Sir A. M. Rendel & Sons, Con- 
sult.Engrs.,will doubtless call for tenders for the supply of 
iron work. The Burma Ry. Co. in the East is experimenting 
with Baldwin meter-gage locomotives.——The Indian gov- 
ernment, whose empire has since 18096 been devastated 
with the plague and famine, have found the construciion 
of railways as a medium for affording employment to the 
famine-stricken people highly successful. During the 
year the earthwork and ballast collection (broken stone 
from 1% to 2 ins. sq.) of no less than 28 railway projects 
were thrown open in the famine affected areas and fur- 
nished employment to millions of natives. Some of these 
railways are now being completed, while others which 
cannot be financed by the government or private capital- 
ists, are held over till offers are forthcoming for their 
completion. In order to encourage such offers and save 
the earthwork and ballast the government of India is 
prepared to receive proposals for the completion of some 
of these lines and to grant free of charge the work already 
executed, together with free land required for the con- 
struction of the line, as well as the free use of surveys. 
Our correspondent suggests that India affords American 
capital a chance in the financing of complete projects, as 
British capital is rather shy unless an absolute state guar- 
antee of interest and return is given.——A reconnoissance 
survey has been made of the Assam tramways scheme, 
recommended by the Chief Commissioner, Assam, in the 
interests of the tea industry, as feeders to the Assam- 
Bengal Ry. The total length of the lines to be con- 
structed is about 243 miles, at a cost of nearly a crore of 
rupees. The branch line of the G. I. P. Ry. from Jalgaon 
to Amalner, 34% miles, costing nearly Rs. 36,000,000, has 
been sanctioned. The General Electric Co., Edison 
Bldg., Broad St., New York, has been awarded a coutract 
by the government of Mysore, for a large water-power 
plant, to be built af Cauvery Falls, on the Cauvery River. 
The plant is to transmit 4,000 HP. to Mysore, a distance 
of about 100 miles. 


RAILWAY SUPPLIES, ETC.—Mexico.—An occasional 
correspondent has sent us the following information about 
the Tehuantepec Nacional Ry., now being built ty S 
Pearson & Sons, Ltd., 10 Victoria St., London, Eng., noted 
in our issue of Oct. 4: The contractors are now recon- 
structing the Tehuantepec Nacional Ry., and preparing 
same for the vast transcontinental traffic which they an- 
ticipate as soon as the terminal ports are completed. A 
very considerable length of the road is being laid with S80- 
Ib. steel rails, American standard section. These have 
been obtained from the Carnegie Steel Co., Pittsburg, Pa. 
They are using creosoted pine ties imported from the 
Southern states, 100,000 of which have already been con- 
tracted for; 200,000 Californian redwood ties have been 
contracted for from San Francisco, and 1%) gondolas 
of 60,000 lbs. capacity are now being delivered by the 
South Baltimore Car Co., Baltimore, Md. The contractors 
are now in the market for fifty 60,000 lbs. capacity box 
cars, the order for which has not yet been placed. They 
have recently received three passenger locomotives from 
the Pittsburgh Locomotive Co., Pittsburg, Pa., and in fact 
most of the material for this railway has been supplied 
from the states. With reference to the port of Salina 
Cruz, our correspondent informs us that Pearson & Sons 
are developing the quarries, and have already made a very 
good start on the breakwater. They hope that this break- 
water, about 1,000 meters long, in a depth of about 50 ft. 
of water, will be finished within three years. A creosoted 
timber pier is being constructed in the port of Salina Cruz 
for temporary facilities until the permanent work is com- 
pleted. At Coatzacoulcos they expect to commence the 
training walls within the next few weeks, and by the time 
they are completed it is hoped to have 33 ft. of water on 
the bar. With reference to Vera Cruz Rys., Ltd., we are 
informed that it is expected that it shall be in the market 
for rolling stock for the railway within the next few 
months; also the electrical equipment for the tramways 
in the city of Vera Cruz. The difficulty with Americans 
securing work in Mexico is that unless they are acquainted 
with the language, the obstacles they have to overcome 
do not allow to do profitable work, unless they have been 
in the country for a considerable time, and are suitable 
for sub-contractors.

ELECTRIC PLANT, RAILWAY, WATER-WORKS, ETO. 
—Korea.— H. R. Bostwick, care of the H. S. Crocker Co., 
San Francisco, Cal., o. the firm of Collbran & Bostwick, 
railway and general contractors, Seoul, Korea, writes us 
that at present Collbran & Bostwick are installing a 
combination power and lighting plant at Seoul as an ad- 
dition to the present plant. Part of the machinery, etc., 
is on the ground and under shipment from America, the 
contract having been let to the Westinghouse Electric & 
Mfg. Co., of Pittsburg. This addition is to be in operation 
by Jan. 1. The company is also building an !mperiai 
highway, 50 ft. wide, from Seoul to a point 16 miles from 
the city gates, where the tomb of the late Empress will 
be removed. Along this highway they will construct an 
extension to the Seoul Electric St. Ry., which will give a 
total trackage of 26 miles. The Song-Do Ry., a narrow- 
gage steam road, 20 miles long, will probably be com- 
pleted and ready for operation about the end of 1901. 
Work is now being started. Active work on the Seoul 
City water-works, which Collbran & Bostwick are under 
contract to build, will be commenced in the spring. The 
engineers are now preparing final plans and specifications. 
Mr. Bostwick is not at liberty to give details about the 
contract recently awarded to them for certain harbor !m- 
provements in Russia to cost about $7,000,000. No active 
operations will commence until the present disturbances 
in China and Manchuria are entirely settled, a matter that 
may take several years to accomplish.—A press report 
states that the construction of the Seoul-Wlfo Ry. is about 
to begin. French engineers have obtained the contract. 
In addition to what Mr. Bostwick has written, it might be 
stated, an American company proposes to build a tele- 
phone line between Seoul and Chemulpo, and to build an 
electric light plant in the latter place. The develop- 
ment of the coal and gold mines in Korea is gradually 
being taken up, and for these a large amount of elec- 
trical apparatus will be wanted. There is talk of building 
an electric railway between Pyengyang and Chinnampo 
and Wonson, via Seoul, the power to be secured from a 
water power plant on a branch of the Taidong. A Japa- 
nese compeny proposes to bufld an electric plant in Won- 
son. There is said to be a number of good opportunities 
for the establishment of water power plants and electric 
tramways in the larger cities of the country. A Russian 
company a few years ago secured a concession to develop 
coal mines near the Russo-Korean border line, but renorts 
state that up to a few months ago no steps towards doing 
any work had been taken.
